Col. Jack Currie within an ace of be- 
ing jailed came when his lordshtp’s 
ruling prohibited the colonel from 


| answering a question put by Frank 


Regan, defence counsel, was disre- 
garded. The colonel persisted in mak- 
ing comment in defiance of the 
judge's order and this brought from 
his lordship @ warning that “you 
have heard that question ruled out. I 
have a good mind to commit you for 
contempt of court.” 
Colonel Stood Down 

The matter did not end there, for a 
few minutes later Col. Currie was re- 
called to the stand by Mr, Regan and 
was on the point of commenting on 
one of the questions put to him when 
again his lordship, looking around for 
the sheriff, declared that if “you don't 
get out of the witness box I will send 
for the sheriff to put you out.” The 
colonel at this point stood down 

The incident came as the highlight 
of the day. It arose when Mr, Regan 
asked that Col. Currie be given an op- 
portunity to testify in the matter re- 
specting the military reputation of 
Sir Arthur Currie. The names of the 
two officers had been coupled last 
week during the motion before County 
Court Judge L. V. O’Connor which 
sought to compel Sir Arthur Currie 
to answer a question centering on the 
“dugout incident” during the second 
battle of Ypres in April, 1915 

Col. Currie was called to the stand 
and launched tnto a rapidly worded 
description of the second battle of 
Ypres. 

Ypres Irrelevant 

W. N. Tilley, K.C., counse! for the 
plaintiff, rose to ask what the second 
battle of Ypres had to do with Mons 
The libel suit concerned Mons, not 
Ypres. Defence counsel replied that 
he desired to show there had been 
enormous loss of life at that battle 
due to plaintiff's action. 

Mr, Tilley: “I don't know whether 
or not my learned friend wants to 
take advantage of this trial to make 
other charges—’ 

Mr. Regan: “I press this matter be- 
cause the conduct of the plaintiff was 
such as would not reflect any credit 
him. At this battle the story got 
oul- 

His lordship: “Never mind what 
story got out. Just say, some story 
got out 


Mr. Regan: “And it got out on the 
floor of the house of commons I 
simply want to place the responsibil- 
ity where it properly belongs.” 

Mr. Justice Rose, after lengthy ar- 
yument, ruled that evidence with re- 
spect to any mistakes or deliberate 
acts of Sir Arthur Currie, given on the 
ground that it was evidence of repu- 
lation, would not be admitted. 

Mr. Regan resumed his questions 
with references to the evidence given 
in the eaamination for discovery. 

“Is it right,” he asked, “that the 
statement made on the floor of the 
house of commons by Sir Sam 
Hughes—’ 

This was ruled out 

His Ic:dship then framed a ques- 
tion as follows: “Do you know what 
reputation as @ miillary commander 
and as an officer the plaintiff had 
prior to this article?” 

Col. COurrie “My knowledge is 
based upon a statement of Sir Sam 
Hughes 

Big Storm Breaks 

At this point the storm broke, Turn- 
ing to the witness and leaning over 
toward him, him lordship said: “You 
have heard that question ruled ott 
I have a good mind to commit you 
fsr contempt of court, if you persist.’ 

Witness gave @ nervous laugh, and 
his lordship continued: “I am inclined 
to commit you to prison now.” 

“You know J am not a willing wit- 
ness for you here,” declared Col. Cur- 
rie to Mr. Regan 

Again the question was put as to 
Sir Arthur's reputation, Col. Currie 
said that his reputation was what his 
commanding officer gave him 

Mr. Justice Rose. “No, no.” 

Mr. Justice Rose said that the 
question was not what any other in- 
dividual thought of Gen. Ourrie but 
whether Col. Currie knew what repu- 
tation he bore 

Had No Reputation 

Witness: He had none. Like,poli- 
ticlans, he had no reputation.”
